Sunday morning a large audience was present in
Fort Street Church to listea to the Inacgaral Ser-
mon of the new Pastor J. A. Crazan. The open-
ing services were onus-al- ly The ser-
vice of song, as is always the case in this Church,
was very fine, thoogh we missed the strong soprano
of Mrs. Haaford.
